Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assembly:

Section 5. The Probate Act of 1975 is amended by changing

the heading of Article XXVI and Section 26-2 and by adding

Section 26-3 as follows:

Sec. 26-2. Effect of appeal from order.) An appeal from an

order (a) appointing an administrator to collect or a temporary

guardian, (b) appointing a plenary or limited guardian, (c)

removing a representative for any cause listed in Section 23-2

or (d) (c) appointing a successor to one so removed does not

affect the order until it is reversed, unless stayed in

accordance with the rules of the Supreme Court of this State

governing appeals.

Sec. 26-3. Effect of post-judgment motions. An order
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adjudicating a person disabled and appointing a plenary or

limited guardian pursuant to Section 11a-3, 11a-12 or 11a-14 of

this Act shall not be suspended or the enforcement thereof

stayed pending the filing and resolution of any post-judgment

motions.
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
